to the United States senate. 
He added, however, that In re- 


cent talks with Robert Gandy and 
Forrest Jacltson, 
also 
associated 


with Bilbo in backing Doxey's can- 
didacy, he had been told they did 
not get the money from Terry. 


"It may have been used in the 


campaign but it never <?ot Into 
their hands. 
Knost said. 


Knost said the $3,750 was con- 


tributed on behalf of himself and 
?-.flke Morr^asey, another contrac- 
tor. 
Gave $5,000 Also. 


Previously he had testified that 


In June of 1942 he and Morrlssey 
jointly gave another $5,000 to Bilbo 
for Doxey's campaign. 
F. T. Newton, still another con- 


tractor, also had told of giving 
$25,000 for the same purpose.

Knost also told the Investigating 


committee that he made Bilbo a 
$1,200 loan on Nov. 6, 1941, and hat 
Bilho has repaid only $750 of the 
sum. 


"Why did you make this loan?" 


asked Senator Ferguson (R-Mlch) 


"Because he needed the money," 


Knost said, explaining that he was 
a long-time friend of the Mississip- 
pi senator whose dealings with con- 
tractors are under sonate_scrutiny.
